2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In claims 1 
and 5, the prior art does not teach, in combination with the other elements recited, front, 
rear and middle driven wheels and a longitudinally oriented bogey beam with the front 
steering axle attached at the front end of the bogey beam and the middle driven axle 
attached at the rear end of the bogey beam, and the bogey beam attached to the 
vehicle at and pivoting about a pivot point between the front steering axle and the milld 
driven axle, a drive shaft interconnected with the font steered wheels and 
interconnected with the middle driven axle and driving the front steered wheels from the 
middle driven axle. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
